“ Books in neatly written manuscript were very popular in France 
in the seventeenth Century, especially the second half, and the early 
eighteenth. The most famous calligrapher was Jarry, who held 
a royal appointment, but there were numbers of others equally 
skilful. The Book begins with a very beautifully illuminated 
frontispiece of floral work in red, green, blue and gold, with an 
astronomical figure at the top.

Each Raca and its 
derivative has a different series of notes within the octave 
which form the bases of all Indian melodies, but with 
some of them quite a number of varieties exist by different 
musicians, so that all the pictures of any particular Raca 
do not correspond, but each miniature is supposed to 
picture the motive of the song it represents. In this 
Album the first RAGA is Bhiron, followed by its RAGIntr: 
Batangi, Bangalee, Kamonah, Balawali, and Bhairavi; 
and its Purra: Harak, Vaisakh, Bangla, Llatmadhav, 
Bilawal, etc.; and each succeeding RAca is followed in 
the same order. 

On the reverse of each miniature is given a description

attempt to represent them in a garb more suited to the 
taste of the Mussulmen of the reign of Muhammad Shah 
(1719-1748) to whom the book is dedicated, so that they 
form a series of great importance to students of Indian 
Music. 

The first three pages, two of which are illuminated, 
are devoted to a Preface in Persian Verse, while the 
last page in prose, written in red, states that the work 
was undertaken by order of His Imperial Majesty Muham- 
mad Shah, and was completed at Kabul in 1150 a.n. = 
1737 A.D., and presented to the Emperor. Since then it 
has been in the library of the Nawab of Farrukhabad, 
until purchased by the present owner.

This is an account of the first English attempt to settle 
in the land since called New England. It is now known 
that the statement on the title-page that the voyage was 
made by the permission of Raleigh is untrue and the 
contraband character of the enterprise stands confessed. 
Instead of making the circuitous route by the Canaries, 
Gosnold steered due west, and was the first to accomplish 
a direct course to America, saving “the better part of a 
thousand leagues.” The vovagers made the headland 
which they named Cape Cod, and Gosnold, Brereton and 
two others went ashore on “the white sands,” the first 
spot in New England trodden by English feet. An edition 
without the extra matter, a quarto of twelve leaves, pre- 
viously published in the same year is still more scarce 
than this, only four copies being known.
